BiG CROWD IS THRILLED. 


Gov. Charles Evans Hughes of New York, 
next to Mr. Taft the star campaigner in the 
republican ranks, made good for some dubi- 
ous local republicans last — at the Coli- 
seum.

A conservative estimate gave Gov. Hurhes 
10,000 auditors. Every seat within hearing 
distance was taken. The only vacant ones 
were those deserted by men and women who 
preferred to stand packed in the aisles and 
in the back of the galleries that they might 
hear the better. 


First Big Republican Meeting. 

It was the first great massmeeting attempt- 
ed. by the republicans in the. campaign, and 
hence the doubt as to results. Only one or 
two other meetings of like magnitude will be 
held, and hence the great desire that there 
should be no falling by the wayside. 

With this Hughes meeting as an object les- 
son even the doubting sisters are filled with 
satisfaction. The big crowd not only packed 
the hall but it remained intact throughout 
the governor’s speech, manifesting great 
pleasure and enjoyment as he hammered the 
Bryan issues and arguments. 

A good deal of it was in the nature of a 
personal triumph for the New York governor. 
Most of the men in the audience knew he 
was at the finish of an unusual political per- 
formance, he with a hard campaign for-re- 
elegtion progressing in his own state devoting 


his time and wearing out his voice in the: 


interest of thg national ticket in the middle 
western states while an active’ gemocratic 
campaigner was at large in New York, and 
all the interests he had opposed as governor 
were working overtime to bring about ‘hig 
defeat.

Entire Day Spent in Mlinois.

Makes Plea for Forgiveness. 

Tn one of ber letters Mrs. Simon wrote to 
her husband: » 

‘Have I so betrayed every tender feeling 
that you cannot respond to my wild and pas- 
sionate plea for forgiveness? I am longing 
for my bighearted husband—long to be pet- 
ted, cared for in the old way, in your arms 
to go to sleep. How I ever forgot myself I 
cannot now tell, but God, at least, has for- 
given me.”’ 

Receiving no favorable reply, she wrote 
again as follows: 

** Chicago, July 1, '08.—My once dearly. be- 
loved husband: Just once more I will write 
you. After that I will weary you no longer and 
I will strive never to meet you nor offend you 
with my presence, and whatever sentence 
may be passed upon me I will bear patiently 
and in silence. 

* ©, Nick, I have always loved you, strange 
as it may seem. There Is a feeling of ten- 
derness in my heart for you I never experi- 
enced for any other living soul. I realize al! 
I have lost, looking back over the past and 
remembering your patience, forbearance, 
your unvarying kindness, a hopeless love 
takes possession of me and I vow I will yet 
make myself the woman you believed me 

when you met me five years ago. I will yet 
come up to your ideal of a noble woman.” 


Threat to Commit Suicide. 
Three weeks later she wroté: 
“ Dearest Nick: My head and heart ache, 


memory of everything that happened last 
year. When I met you the good God sent 
you to me, and I was thankful for your kind- 
ness and love, but, O, how have I repaid it? 
I see all too late, and I regret all my wasted

Article Causes Stir at University. 

On account of the prominence of Dr. Kemp 
and his long association with the university 
the article created a sensation in University 
of Illindis circles today and is being widely 
discussed by faculty members. 

When asked for 4 statement concerning 
the attack President James said that he had 
not seen it. He added that he is too busy to 
read it now and make an immediate com 
ment. 

Dr. Kemp resigned his chair on May 1, the 
resignation to take effect Sept. 1. Heisa 
graduate of Johns Hopkins and has many 
university degrees. A man of independent 
means, it has long been known that only 
love of work kept him in a chair at a salary 
of $2,800 a year while bis colleagues were 
steadily raised. 

Following. Dr. Kemp’s resignation, fonmer 
students of his department held a dinner in 
Chicago and deplored the loss of the pro- 
fessor. The Champaign County Medical so- 
ciety and professional and business men of 
Champaign also expressed regret. 


Says Universities Need Reforming. . 
As a preface Dr. Kemp says: "The abom- 
inable state of affairs which exists at some 
of our universities in America could not last 
long if the true conditions were known out- 
side. The faculties are powerless to correct 
them, for the very places where reform is 
most needed are the ones in which the pro- 


tically helpless. 
“If puble opinion is once aroused on the 


seriousness of this question it will not take 
long to remedy the evil. “I agree with the 
editor of the Popular Science monthly for 
July that Dean Kent did a public service 
when he exposed the administration of Chan- 
cellor Day at Syracuse upiversity. I have 
heard that this is already producing a better 
atmosphere at Syracuse, 

“Por the same reasons I propose to give 
an account of & case at the University of 
{ilinois, I am trying to clean up a condi- 
tion which could not exist in the light and 
which will continue to spread its poison if 
allowed to persist in the dark. The univer- 
sity is too strong, the alumni too loyal, and 
the state too intelligent to permit the recur- 
rence of such acts as have recently been 
perpetrated by the president of the univer- 
sity, gupported, in part at least, by the gov- 


ernor of the state.”’ 


Wanted Trustees to Take Action. 

Dr. Kemp goes on to say that for seven 
fears he had no friction with the university 
head, but with President James’ administra- 
tion, he began to “ bump a corduroy "’ road. 
After three years of friction he states that 
he wrote to the president, suggesting that 
Dr. James ask his resignation, Dr. Kemp 
says he did this. desiring to bring the mat- 
ter before the board of trustees.

There is only one main entrance, and this 
is through a gateway. The house ts Built 
backward, too. What appears to be an im- 
posing colonial front, looking im the direction 
of the Hudson river, is the rear of the real- 
dence. 

There is a subbasement besides the main 
basement, and broad walks lead past ter- 
races to what might be taken for the main 
entrance. Indtead they lead to blind walls. 


No Steps Are to Be Seen. 

No steps are discernible whatsoever. The 
visitor suddenly finds himself standing on a 
terrace looking up one and a half stories over 
a series of stone walla to what appears to be 
Ethe living part of the house. 

The side approaches to the broad piaanae 
which half encircle the house are concealed, 
and only one famildar with the secret of the 
labyrinth could gain access to any part of the 
building unless entrance was made through 
the gateway. 

This astonishing Serena bility of the house 
is common to all sides save the front, which 
faces a commodious red brick etable. Toadd 
to the maze or labyrinth of walls and con- 
cealed steps, hundreds of shrubs have been 
planted on the terraces and one witle graveled 
walk, lined with s l poplar trees, encircles 
the house. It leads to no place im particular 
and it adds greatly to the general effect of 
well planned ornamentation. 


Bloodhound of Keen Scent. 

Two watchmen guarded the house tonight, 
one of them a special detective sent up from 
this city. The bloodhound {s sald to be of 
keen scent. As one of the eighteen watchmen 
scattered about the estate said: “He can 
sniff a etranger half a mile away. ° 

This extra precaution as to being guarded 
was taken by Mr. Rockefeller, it is said, on 
account of there being several hundred 
workmen who will work on the grounds for 


two months yet. 


DEAF MAN KILLED BY TRAIN. 


Daniel 8. Carpenter Meets Death While 
Crossing Bell Rings and Score of 
People Shout Warnings. 


In the presence of a score, of people who 
were clamoring to him to get off the track, 
with the crossing bell ringing, and the motor 
whistle sounding, Daniel S, Carpenter, 60 
years old, stepped in front of a Metropolitan 
train at Central avenue in Austin yesterday 
and was instantly killed. He was deaf and 
carried an ear trumpet. It was found crushed 
in a pocket of his coat. Carpenter was the

“Insider” Tells How Lambs Are 
Led to Finan¢ial Shearing.

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DUPED WITH OWN MONEY. 


Panics Made Possible by Workings of 
the Stock Dealers. 


New York, ee. 10.—[Special.]—If there ts 
one man in this city thoroughly familiar with 
every twist and turn of Wall street and thor- 
oughly conversant with stock exchange 
methods, that man js Edward F. Buchanan, 
the organizer and manager of the now de- 
funct firm of A. O. trown & Co. 

Just at present Mr. Buchanan Is financially 
eclipsed because the men and banks he had 
relied upon failed him in the execution of the 
biggest purely speculative commission house 
coup ever attempted on the stock exchange. 

Mr. Buchanan talked today about the stock 
exchange, considering the stock exchange a 
gambling house, ‘pure andsimple. He agrees 
that is just what it is, and he ought to know, 
for the stock exchange has disciplined his 
firm for gambling on the floor. But what Mr. 
Buchanan and his firm and his brokers did to 
earn the stock exchange censure is done every 
day by other firms and brokers of greater 
standing. ; eee 

Not Case of Sour Grapes. 
“One preface I would likd to make,” he 
said. * My grievance is not a case of sour 
grapes. Wall street life always jarred with 
the principles of honesty taught to me in my 
childheod. I knew that I produced nothing 


! as a broker, and I am indeed regretful of the 


commission, | 


force of circumstances which now shoves me 
into a quest for some legitimate business. 

“ Whthout the New York stock exchange 

it would be impossible for this country to 
have a panic. It is the medium through 
which alarms are spread from Maine to Cal- 
ifornia over the leased wires of the com- 
mission brokerage houses. No man buying 
and selling stock on margins is producing 
anything. He is a gambler pureand simple— 
idler. As for the stock exchange commis- 
sion brokers, they merely are lamb herders 
working for the owners of the stocks they 
sell. 
“The big men deal out information about 
the properties they own or control to suit 
themseives. This information is all which 
the lamb herders .or so-calied commission 
brokers send out to the lambs—I mean their 
customers. Now these big men, the so-called 
insiders, are the real owners of the New 
York stock exchange. They never have any 
real cause for worry so long as the general 
house is industrious, for the simple reason 
that they own the banks in which the in- 
dustrious masses deposit their earnings. 


Use Money of Their Dupes. 


“ The officials of the banks are subordinates 
of the owners of the banks. Consequently 
the owners of the banks, being the owners 
of the stocks of the great industrial and 
railway corporations, may borrow the peo- 
ple’s money so deposited in the banks to 
carry and mark up the prices of their stocks 
till such time as they are ready to sell the 
stocks to the depositors in their own banks. 

“Then, through the information dealt out 
through their various brokers and their sal- 
aried United States senators and congress- 
men, they induce the gullible masses to in- 
vest their savings in these securities which 
are being floated ny the people’s own money 
without the knowledge of the individual de- 
positors in the banks.”" ~ | .

If you had been a passenger on tne 
Kaiserin Augusta Victoria, which arrived 
here today, and you had gone on deck yes- 
terday after luncheon, when the ship was 
bowling along through a smooth sea off 
Nantucket light, with the sun shining bright, 
and you had begun to speak of whai a fine 
voyage it was, and you should be interrupted 
by Andrew D. White, former ambassador to 
Germany. and C, A. Spreckelp, son of the late 
Claus Spreckels, declaring that they had just 
seen a sperm whale headed straight for the 
ship—a collision appearing inevitable until a 
warning whistle was blown, when the whale 
looked up, answered by spouting a stream of 
water, and: veered off—would you believe it? 

But that’s not all. Mr. White and Mr, 
Spreckels went into details that would inter- 


comes to narrating unusual taies of sea.

But Two on Deck to See It.

Investigationestablishesthat the pair, after 
tying themselves together, Jumped from a 
dock into the water and were drowned, the 
woman with her arms around the man’s neck. 
They were seen in a restaurant at the foot of 
Crescent avenue last evening, and apparently 
carried out their suicide pact soon after, A 
clew to thelr identity was found in a note- 
book Im one of the man's pockets. In this 
book were written the names “Mr. Nift” 
and ‘William Baneo” or ‘‘ Bauco,”’ or per- 
haps “ Baues.”’ 

A half empty flash of whisky, purchased at 
a saleon in East New York, wasin the man’s 
posseagsion.

Sessions Beginning Oct. 19 Will Con- 
tinue Two Days at St. James’. 


Sixteen bishops and several hundred@ clergy- 
men are expected to attend the first sess!on 
of the missionary council of the fifth depart- 
ment of the Protestant Epitcopal board of 
missions which will be held at St. James’ 
church on Monday, Oct. 19.

everywhere inthe Americanchurch. By mis- 
sionary work, however, is not meant solely 
the bringing of the gospel to the poor, but a 


provision for the poor of the parishes which 


may serve to bring them within the sphere 
of the influence of the church and make therm. 
better and more useful citizens. 


Chutch Well Equipped. 

St. James’ church was selected as the place 
of meeting largely because of the fact that’ 
this church is splendidly equipped for m!s- 
sionary and charitable work, with the necor- 
sary buildings, guilds, and church organiza- 
tion, and because it is the mother church fn 

a larger sense than almost any other fn the 
a This church spends thousands of dol- 
lars annually among the poor in Chicago with 
a view to bettering them, but not for the 
direct purpose of bringing them into the 
church. It is this personal work which gets 
into the home life and makes better citizens 
which the new missionary movement expects 
and hopes to promote everywhere. 

The Episcopal board of missions divided the 
Tinited States into departments with a view 
to dividing the work agé thereby increasing 
its efficiency. The Firth department consists 
of the states of Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, llli- 
nois, and Wisconsin.

The objecters to the Bias! repaving of 

Dearborn street with creosote blocks are in 
desperate straits. Fearing an adverse ruling 
by County Judge Rinaker, who js hearing the 
case, they have engaged twelve lawyers to 
fight the demand of the members of the 
Dearborn Street Improvement association. 


The hearing of the case was resumed yes ! punlic.perhaps the most interesting part of 


terday and the lawyers for the objecting 
property owners almost fell over each other 
in their eagerness to register objections to 
the testimony given by witnesses for the 
board of local improvements. In spite of 
objections, however, Attdrney William. 7. 
Hapeman, representing the board, succeeded 
in. bringing out from the testimony that the 
present granite block pavement “ has out- 
lived its usefulness.”’ 

A ridiculous claim is set up by the objectors 
that Dearborn street ‘ise a wholesale and 
factory street."” In proof of the claim they 
cited the wholesale fruit houses at Dearborn 
and South "Water streets and the ™ factory *{ 
of George E. Cole, which in reality is a retail 
store. as much as any retail store on ~— 
gtreet. 

Insanitary, Noisy, and Worn Ont. 

John B. Hittel, engineer in charge of pav- 
ing at the board of local improvements, again 
was a witness, following up his testimony 
given several days ago with statements that 
the present pavement is insanitary, noisy, 
and worn out. 

‘The pavement in Dearborn street from 
Madison street to the river is im bad con- 
dition,” said he in response to a question. 
“It is a granite block pavement, and the 
blocks have been worn smooth and round. 

‘There are also ruts worn into them and 
wagons passing over them cause much un- 
necessary noise. The street, by reason of 

outworn pavement, is hard to keep 


tki 
chean and ig insanitary.’’ 
*“ Explain to the court what you mean by 


insanitary,”’ said Attorney Hapeman. 

“The pavement holds water from the 
crown to the gutters and in the gutters,” 
sald the witness. 

“What will be the life of the present pave- 
ment?’ 

“The present pavement fe already dead,”’ 
Mr. Hittel replied. ‘It lacks the essentials 
of a good pavement, and just because it car- 
ries a load it-cannot be calleda pavement.”’ 

Mr. Hittel added that the proposed new 
pavement of creosote blocks would, wear 
from twelve to fifteen years, and that such 
a pavement would add to property values. 


Creosote Stands the Test. 

D. F. Crilly, a member of the Dearborn 
S*‘-eet Improvement association, who was a 
witness for the board of local improvements 
early last week, in an interview yesterday 
threw additional light on the value of creos'te 
block pavements. Mr. Crilly, who is the own- 
er of the old Stock Exchange building, (67 
Dearborn street, has investigated pavements 
in s»veral cities in the United States and in 
London and Paris. 

“ ‘There is no doubt that creosote blocks are 
the best for paving,’ said he. ** Creosote 
blocks are being used extensively in London 
and Paris, where they are no longer regari- 
ed as an experiment. 

“They are being used also in New York, 
Harrisburg, and Steelton, Pa. A good tes( of 
the durability of creosote blocks has been 
made in Steelton, where the heavy traffic of 
the steel works located in that town is cun- 
tinually going over the pavements. 

‘*T have) talked‘ with the tenants of the ob- 
jecting property owners on Dearborn street, 
and in every case I have found that the ten- 
ants are willing to pay higher rents if the 
noise from the granite blocks can be done 
away with. We want to repave the street 
with ecredsote blocks and thus reduce the 
noise to a minimum. 

‘The objectors have hired twelve lawyers 
to fight us. If we win, however, I believe 
the objectors will thank us for the public 
spirit we have shown when the new pav ement 
is down and its advantages gre realized. 


Pavement Quarter Century Old. 

“We want a street that can be swept, 
washed, and kept clean. The present granite 
block pavement is from twenty-five to thirty 
years old, The street is full of holes and de- 
pressions and the pavement long ago has lost 
the original grade, If nothing else, the old 
pavemensought to be taken up and relaid. 

** It comes with bad grace from Cuneo Bros., 
whé have enjoyed a monopoly of the sidewalk 
at Dearborn and South Water street for many 
years, to set themselves against an imprpve- 
ment of this character, which will be a great 
benefit both to them and to all property 
owners in the street. As a matter of fact, 
if we-win this case, it will be the death knell 
ofthe old, outworn granite block pavements 
all through the loop. district. Property 
owners in other streets will see what Dear- 
born street is enjoying in the way ofa clean,

‘The Diinois:| Central erectrification question 
pro ly will -be fought out finally Tuesday 
afternoon, when Mayor Busse will confront 
the toad’s officials with a mass of informa- 
tion and arguments answering all of the ob- 
jections which have been made by the com- 
pany to any method of abating the smoke 
nuisance. 

The question will be taken up at a con- 
ference in which Mayor Busse, Health Com- 
missioner W, A. Evans, Smoke Inspector 
raul P. Bird, J. T. Harahan, president of 
the Illinois Central road, and numerous 
engineers will take part. The réports that 
will be presented by Mayor Busse will be 
just as thorough as the expert knowledge 
of his various heads of departments could 
make them. 

Probably the most important of these re- 
ports is the one which has been prepared 
iby the mayor himself. In this report he 
cites figures taken from the books of the 
rafiroad showing the present cost of opera- 


electricity. This report also is declared to 
show beyond a possibility of argument that 
the use of oy leteceam as proposed is prac- 
Uucable. 


Smoke Ares Also Disease District. 

Health Commissioner Evans’ report is of 
great interest in that it deals with the health 
of the residents of the districts which suffer 
from the clouds of soot shot from the funnels 
of the road's engines. 

Dr. Evans tas compiled tables of statiatics 
showing that varfous nasal and lung all- 
ments are more prevalent in the “ smoke 
area” than im the districts comparatively 
free from stnoke and soot. From these tables 


be sprung upon the railroad officials to an- 
ewer their arguments.

Finds Wayward Son in Jail. 


A typical ending bf such a case was dra- 
matically illustrated recently in Chicago.

Still the father does not deserye sympathy 
in every case.

Bion J. Arnold, Expert in Engineering. 
By Edward F. Roberts. 


N ancient philosopker once remaiked 
that a poet was born, not made. The 
observation might be extended to in- 
include all men who achieve suprerm- 
acy in the higher intellectual planes. 

The great scientist, lawyer, doctor, or author 
invariably shows in childhood his natural 
bent towards that particular field of effort 
in which he is afterwards to distinguish 
himself. — he 

Such was preéminently the casé with Bion 
J. Arnold, president of the Cliticago Trac- 
tion board of wpe ig Mera engineers and for- 
mer president o 
Electrical Engineers. Tools were his earliest 
playthings and mechanics were more inter- 
esting to him as a boy than baseball. This 
propensity was the more marked and pe- 
‘culiar inasmuch as he did not come of 4 
mathematical family and there was no ap- 
parent hereditary reason to account for his 
tastes. 
| But, notwithstanding that, Mr. Arnold was 
doubly fortunate in his birth: He traces 
his descent’ for over 200 years through 4 
long line of New England Puritan forefa- 
thers, and not a Mttle of hie success in life 
must be ascribed to the qualities of indom- 
{table perseverance and energy which were 
his birthright. Moré thanthat, he was reared 
on the rude prairies of Nebrasita and his 
boyhood was passed in the rough school of 
the frontier where every physical ecircum- 
stance unites to form rugged, self-reliant 
men. | 

* * 
Tastes Marked by Simplicity. 

Mr.’ Arnold is a short, rather stocky man, 

with an alert step and a quick eye and @ 


vivacity of manner which hardly would be- 


expected in a man of his antecedents. His 
tastes are simple and he neither drinks nor 
smokes, but he has no violent prejudices 
in regard to the conduct of his fellows. 

“TIT smoked when I was a young fellow 
about 20,"’ he says, “‘ but I gave it up in def- 
erence to the wishes of my mother.~ Since 
then I have never had any inclination to 
recommence, I have never cared much for 
alcoholic beverages, but I ha@ve no objection 
to take a glass of wine occasionaly at a ban- 
quet. As far as other men are céncerned I 
believe that évery man should have just as 


much liberty as will keep him within the’ 


bounds of his neighbors’ rights. When he 
oversteps those bounds then"is the time for 
restraint.” 

Although, trom the time that he did, chores 
on the paternal farm Mr. Arnold has led a 
strenuous existence, h@ shows nothing of it 
in his personal appearance. His face is 
smooth, his skin fine and clear, and practical- 
ly unmerked by the lines which the years 
usually bring to men. His eyes are brown 
and sparkling, and bespeak the quick intel- 
Beence of their owner. The forehead is 
broad and high, and is well reinforced by the 
lower part of the face, with its strongly de- 
veloped jaws and firm large chin. A wide, 
full lipped mouth, and a large, pugnacious 
nose detract in some degree from the essen- 
tial refinement of the face, although they in- 
dicate the strength of character which Is a 
‘sine qua non” of success.

His Profession His “Hobby.” 

If there be anything in astrology it was a 
very lucky star, indeed, under which Mr. 
Arnold was born. Fortune has emiled on 
him almost unvaryingly all through his life 


and has placed him atthe top of his pro- | 


fession while he is still a ‘comparatively 
young man. At the outset Mr. Arnold was 
blessed in being endowed with a strong nat- 
ural taste for the profession he later chose, 


so thet bis workhas been robbed of the un- ; 


pleasantness of being a duty-and has been 
a hobby. In spite of all the copybook mazx- 
ims and their makers men are not, as a 
rule, naturally fond of work, and it is un- 
fortunately uncommon enough when a man’s 
tastes and his duties lead In the same diree- 
tion, as they haye with Mr. Arnold. 

Not only were there no Known hereditary 
influences to account for young Arnold's bent 
for mechanics, but his early environment 
Was absolutely opposed to its cultivation. A

The 
final result of hie labors was a rether fear- 
some looking machine, but it actualy could 
be ridden, That is, providing the rider was 
an expert gymnast and not too particular 
about such emall matters ae a broken neck 
or a fractured skull. 

He graduated from Hilisdale college in 1884, 
with the degree of B. 8S. and received his 
M. 8. three years later, After-some work 
done with private firms and as mechanical 
engineer with the Great Western railroad, 
the <young engineer came to 4 resolution 
that was to completely alter the current of 
his whole career. Electric railroading was 
then in ite infancy, but Arnold felt aasured 
that electricity was to be the great motive 
power of the future, and he determined to 
abandon steam railroading for the new field. 
For this purpose he took a post graduate 
course at Cornell. On leaving that university 
he accepted a post with the Thoméeon-Hous- 
ton company and remeined as consujting en- 
gineer whem that concern was merged with 
the Edison company, the merger forming the 
largest électrical manufacturing firm in the 
world. -His last work with the company wae 
as’ consulting engineer and designer of the 
intramural railwey at the World's Columbian 
exposition at Chicago. 

Mr. Arnold came to Chicago in 1898, and 
since that time his progrees to fame and 
fortune has been constant and rapid. His 
work in connection with the rehabilitation of 
the street railways. fas brought him to, be 
considered as one of the leading traction ex- 
perts of the country and he is connected with 
several of the biggest railways in the coun- 
try as consulting engineer in addition to hav- 
ing a proprietary interest in some minor

ETECTIVES are much ike soldiers, 


actors, lawyers, and hodcarriers. Some 


it is safe to say that only a few are 

born and that many are made. Real 
detectives do not come upon the scene fully 
developed like the famous detectives of fic- 
tien. Most of them have to undergo a period 
of painful probation. It is a curious tact, 
however, that many of the great detectives 
of modern times came from other walks of 
life. Thus John E. Wilkie, chief of the United 
States secret service, was a successful news- 
paper ‘reporter; Robert J. Liiden, under 
whose leadership the “ Molly. Maguires " 
‘were brought to justice, was a ship carpen- 
ter; Chief Inspector Byrnes of New York was 
@ patrolman; Allan Pinkerton, the founder of 
the greatest private agency in the world, was 
a cooper by trade, while the present head of 
the famous Scotland Yard wae a professional 
man. 
One of the first things to be learned by the 
embryo detective is the art of “ shadowing,’’ 
which, reduced to plain “Pnglish, le the knack 
of folowing a suspected person without per- 
mitting the one under surveillance to become 
aware of that unpleasant fact. Indeed, the 
business of shadowing probably comprises 
the major part of the work done by the tyro 
during the first years of his labors as a de- 
tective. A suspected man, whether he bea 
prospective defendant in a divorce suit, the 
cashier of a bank, or a suspected murderer, 
ig immediately “ spotted" and all of his 
movementa and habits noted for the benefit 
of the more important detective who is han- 


The use of disguiseadea practically unknown 


in modern detective work today. Chief Wil- 


kie of the government secret service, whe 
probably stands at the head of the profession, 
has never worn a disguise of any kind. How- 
ever, there ere times when a change in cloth- 
ing or a concealment of the face may be de- 
sirable. Of course, thereare times also when 
it is essential that eriminals should not be- 
come acquainted with the personal appear- 
ance of those who are likely to be placed on 
their tracks. In Philadelphia this is guarded 
against in a simple manner. Every morning 
when the prisoners are brought out of theiz 
cells at the central station for the purpose of 
identification they are confronted by. a squad 
of detectives all of whom have the upper part 
of their faces maskeds In this way the de- 
tectives are permitted to be acquainted with 
the criminals without having the criminale 
become acquainfed with them.

Hard Tests fer Tyros. 

The tests which aspirants for the business 
of criminal investigation are compelled to 
undergo are quite interesting. In one of the 
large cities not long ago thirty patrolmen 
took an examination for the position of de- 
tective. They were unexpectedly brought 
into a large room; a long table was placed in 
the center, covered with various articles. The 
men were occupied with indifferent tasks for 
about half an hour, and at the end of that 
period an order was given that the table 
should be removed to the rear of the room. 
The order was given inp a loud tone in order 
thet all of the applicants should hear it dis- 
tinctly. 

A few minutes later the table was removed 
from the room altogether, and then the men 
were asked to describe the articles on the 
table as they appeared when the table was in 
the room. This Was a clever test to ascertain 
the habits of observation possessed by each 
man. Of course, the candidates had no sug-

‘U.S. Secret Service Methods. — 
In the secret service department of the 
United States government the methods em- 


' ployd are different from those in use in the 


municipalities. The man who aspires to this 
branch of the sérvice must possess three 
requisites—first, personal integrity; second, 
courage; and third, intelligence. After that. 
he fille out a prepared form which contains, 
among other things,. his entire personal his- 
tory. Applicants addreas their papers to the 
secretary of the treasury and present evi- 


’ dence of their experience, training, qualifica- 


tions, and personal. characteristics without 
any reference to their political or religious 
affiliations. ‘The examination is really con- 


fined to personal experience and fitness. 


The carididate is required tosay whether he 
uses intoxicating beverages and to what ex- 
tent; whether he uses tobacco or morphine; 


whether he is married or single; whether he 


has ever been convicted or indicted for any 
crime or misdemeanor; whether he has any 
defect in sight or speech or hearing; whether 
he is physically capable of fully discharging 
the duties of the position; his exact weight in 
ordinary clothing; his exact height, measured 


Without boots or ehoes; his present state of . 
health; whether he has ever had tuberculosis 


in any form; whether he hesany physical de- 
formity; and whether, during the five yeare 
prior to his application, he hes had any dis- 
ease, acute or chronic, of any nature what- 
ever; whether he is engaged in the prosecu- 
tion of any. claims against the United States 
government; whether any of his family are 
in the government service; and finally he con- 
cludes with a complete statement showing 
every kind of occupation he hase followed 
since he has begun to work, including, when 
and where he was so employed, the address 
of the different employers, the length of time 
he waa employed by each, the salary paid to 
him by the several employers, and the exact 
nature of all the work he performed for each. 

Tt is intended that this statement shall be a 
complete history of all the experience the ap- 
plicant has had in any occupation. Finally. 
after he has bared himeelf and his persona/ 
history to the scrutinizing gaze of Uncle Sam, 
he is sent before Chief Wilkie, who is the 
final judge of whether he is the sort of man 
that should be employed in the secret service 
of the United States government.

Collars and cuffs are worn with mourning 
and serve to relieve the gloominess of ail 
black. Orgarilie generally is worn by widows 
throughout the entire period, and linen and 
several other materials are worn by other 
members of the famlily. These duinty ac- 
cessories require care|/and thought to arrange 
properly. Organdie yee not launder satis- 
factorily and must be discarded afier a 
short time. One way of adjusting is to cut 
foundations from stiff black crinoline the 
width of the cuff, smaller on the wrist edge. 
On this the organdi¢ is basted, after being 
folded to fit it, a single edge one inch deep 
being turnéd under to represent a hem. On 
one side of the cuff sew small white linen 
buttons, three or four, according to its width, 
and opposite these clit buttonholes through 
both ecrinoline and organdie. If carefully 
done this will be re |

The finishing of s¢ams, methods of hem- 
ming, setting in of lace, etc., are of unfailing 
interest to women who like to sew well. In 
any white work it is ¢xceedingly bad to leave 
a raw edge. In years gone by many women 
in making the long seams on underwear 
would stitch it on the wrong side on the ma- 
chine, then have a jquarter inch edge left 
which was overcast) together in the finest 
possible manner. The reason for this was 
that it was supposed to lie so flat, iron more 
easily, and look better when done. But the 
French or felled seams, if not clumsily done, 
make a fine finish and are generaily pre- 
ferred. 

When one can take the time and can sew 
evenly these seams are sometimes done by 
hand, This almost peems a waste of time, 
when nearly all of us have so many calls on 
our time. But if the work is to be hand 
sewed, the first sewing of either of the seams 
named is done by taking several running 
stitches and then a back stitch. In the finish 
of the felled seam it is hemmed, and in the 
French seam it generally is. run. To look 
neat the stitches must be tiny ones and per- 
fectly even. A French seam is mace by run~- 
ning and back stitching a seam on the right 
side or stitching it on the machine, trimming 
it off close, creasing it well, and, turning to 
the wrong side, a ond row of stitcking is 
put in, which covers the first row. e fin- 
ished seam should not be over an eighth of 
an inch wide. A felled seam is stitched first 
on the wrong side, then one edge is trimmed 
close to the stitching, and the other edge 
is turned over and) hemmed down. It is a 
nice finish to do this hemnming by hand. The 
finished width sho id be the same as the 
other. ‘

It is always desirable to do hemming on 
white goods by ad The edge must be 
made perfectly straight. then a narrow fold 
is creased over towards the wrong side; the 
second fold is made the désired width, anda 
piece of stiff paper or HMght cardboard should 
be used to measure;with, The basting must 
be done close to the edge. In basting a 
straight hem w there are seams, they 
always should lie over themselves when 
folded. In basting a hem on material which 
will not stay ee beth folds will have to 
be basted as they are turned. In hemming, 
hold the hem between the thumb and fore- 
finger of the left hand, and the needle should 
come up opposite the middie of the thumb.

In the Annex furniture, walis, 
and metals are treated alike with this prep- 
aration and the ‘xperiment is tried of clean- 
ing with it entirely where soap and water are 
not particularly |successful. “It feeds the 
pores of your furniture,’’ says this expert, 
‘‘and any polish that was ever made will cut 
it and make it worsein time. The soft brown 
carving in the English room is treated in this 
way.’

The Japanése woman is dainty in her smoking. She 
uses the tiniest of pipes, the “ kisserus,” which will 
hold only one small pill of tobacco, so that there is but 
a single puff in each pipeful. C. L. Brownell, in his 
book, “The Heart of Japan,” gives us a picture of O 
Toyo San, the native wife, as she sat tapping the ashes 
from her silver pipe, in one of the small thatched houses 
of the country. “She sat kneeling on the little square 
mat by the brazier, now arranging the bits of charcoal 
with her tongs, and now taking a bit of tobatco from 
the pouch beside her on the mattress.” 

In South America smoking is general dor both 
sexes. In Siam the children smoke, and Burmese babies

Once upon a time there was a bad play that served a good purpose, “A Royal 
Rival” it was called, and it was so awful that it eventually drove William Faver- 
sham to swear that so help him fortune he would day quit the star business 
and become an American actor-manager. That was the good purpose it served. 

Seven years ago “Favvy” was just getting on his feet as a star, and they 


(the feet) were carrying him with that stealthy, swinging stride of his wherever bis 


Manager ordered him to go. One of the first orders took him into an Englishan’s 
version of “Don Cesar de Bazan,” and he found it a hopeless thing. é When he 
protested that he did not want to play it his manager smiled slyly and reminded 
him of his contract. 

To cheer him up a bit Miss Julie Opp was brought back from England to add 
iuster to the cast. When she arrived she met Mr. Faversham at rehearsal. 

“What do you think of ?”’ he asked, referring to the play. 

“I haven’t thought much about it yet,” evaded Miss Opp. “It’s 
and it may prove——” 

“I think it’s rotten,” interrupted the disgusted star. 

And the inception of the Faversham ambition to one day put himself in a posl-

“We go from here to Daly’s theater in New York,” explained the actor, “ and 
there we shall use the two plays we have in hand. Then later I shall try the Ber- 
nard Shaw ‘conversation,’ ‘Getting Married,’ probably at a series of matinées. We 
think it tremendously clever. Finally, I have Stephen Phillips’ ‘ Herod,’ from which 
I expect great things. This we may do next spring or possibly not until next season.” 

“There are lots of new plays and promising new plays, too, these days, aren't 

there?” 
“Do you know. what I believe?” he demanded: enthusiastically. “I believe 
that nothing in this country has improved so much and progressed so fast in the 
last ten or fifteen years, and notably in the last five years, as the theater, and I’m 
willing to take in the steel business or the export trade or anything else. Just look 
at the names of American playwrights that figure on programs today, where fite 
or ten years ago they were either French or English or German.” 

* You've often said, dear, that in five years from now this country will be supply- 
ing England with plays,” recalled Mrs. F., diplomatically. 

“ And I believe it; I’m positive of it. But it will be after the English pro- 
ducers learn to Anglicize the American play. The American playwright has the 
ideas and the skill and the versatility. He isn’t afraid to write abont any old coun- 
try or any class of people.

So much is largely true also of the Germans and the French, But 
here the outlook is new, the treatment is fresh and interesting.”

“‘The Thunderbolt? Indeed we did. And a wonderful play it is, too,” de 


elared Mrs. Faversham. 

“And I'll wager you because it was not popular in London there isn’t a man- 
ager in America who will have the courage to put it on,” said he, “And it really 
is one of the greatest things Pinero has done.” 

“Tt does seem as though they might try it over here, just out of compliment to 
Pinero—he’s done so much for them,” continued Mrs. F. “Isn't it a shame no 
one will do a fine thing in the theater unless the profit promises to be great?” | 

“TI was tempted to take it,” said the new manager, while a vague look of 
longing took possession, of his eyes, as though he were thinking how fine a thing 
it would be to produce-all the plays he liked and play them for those who would 
appreciate them, even though he made no more than “wages” for himself. “ But 
we are pretty well supplied just now.

Getting back to the actor-manager field, I asked him if tt were true that he 
contemplated starting an independent movement; if he had any idea of fighting the 
theatrical syndicate, 1s had been reported. 

“Not the slightest,” said he. “Interested with me in this venture ts Felix 
Isman, and Mr, Isman, I believe, is not particularly friendly with Mr. Erlanger. 
But my connection with Mr. Isman is purely a business one. He has faith in me 
as ap actor and as a manager, and he is backing that faith with money, as I am, 
Charlies Frohman, on the other hand, is one of my best friends, my professional 
father, as it were. And he has been most kind in helping us in: many ways.” 

While we were gossiping a long distance telephone call came for Mr. Faversham 
and while he was answering it Mrs. Faversham admitted that though she loved Chi- 
cago, she would be giad to get to New York « fortnight hence. “My mother is 
bringing my two boys over to meet us there,” she explained. “It has been pretty 
hard, being wife and mother, and keeping up with the work, too. I have wanted 
to be with the kiddies—one is 3, you know, and the other a wee baby less than « 
year old now—bdut I had them all — and they’re coming to us in New York. 
Of course my mother is——” 

“Mr. Ieman has read the notices we've got,” reported the husband and father, 
returning from the telephone, “and he says that if ‘The Worid and His Wife’ 
had been introduced as a new play by an American author, with no reference to 
its foreign antecedents, i would have been the success of the season in New York,” 

“Maybe so. But could an American author have written it?”

Not an Allegory. 


By Charles Rann Kennedy. 

“The Servant in the House’’ is net really 
an allegory in the full sense of the word, nor 
is it constructed like‘a morality play, which 
it is sometimes rather loosely called. 

An allegory is the definite expression of In- 
tellectual conceptions through lay figures 
posiig as persons, aa, for example, in Spen- 
ser'a “ Faerie Queene.” In an allegory, the 
tendency is to propound your truth at the 
expense of your characterization. 

Symbolism is a more subtle affair. You 
draw your characters aecurately and inpene- 
trate them, unbeknowtst to themselves, with 
the Ideas, in the Platonic sensé, which you 
are standing for. In a word allegory definite- 
ly states while symbolism suggests. 

The big symbolic meaning of the play Is 
Christ as the touchstone of life and the solu- 
tion of all human difficulties. religious, social, 
and personal; not merely by the inspiration of 
sentimental fancies about him, but by the 
impelling to deeds that carry out his will, 


The symbols Of Mangon's personality and

Manson's eyes turn to the altar be- 
yond the door. Then. with deepene@ humility 
he answers her question: “ Iam the servant 
in this house.” 

Anh edually significant symbol Ifes In the 
fact that Mary is the only one who recognizes 
the bishop of Benares in Manson the butler. 
Here is the clear vision of innocent child- 
hood. Remember the admonition: “ Except 
ye be converted and become as little children 
ye shal] not enter into the kingdom of heav- 
en."” 

The symbol of the servant becoming master 
ie quite obvious, as ie Maneon's answer to the 
bishop. of: Lancashire's -outburet: “If I 
could have my way with you I would have 
you publicly whipped; I would vigit you with
